Pilot Killed 
In Midair

Another Bails 
Out and Comes 
Down Safely 


C aptain R ichard H. Davis, 35, 
of Seattle, Wash., was killed and 
two 
airplanes 
destroyed 
in 
a 
spectacular m idair crash over the 
Palm Springs arm y air base late 
Tuesday afternoon. 
C aptain G erald K. W alker, of 
I Stanton, Calif., pilot of one of the 
’ two fast pursuit ships w hich col­ 
lided at an estim ated 2,000 feet 
altitude, parachuted to safety. 


MANY SEE CRASH 


The accident occurred a t ap ­ 
proxim ately 5:10 Tuesday after­ 
noon as the two pilots, attached 
to th e 6th Ferrying Group at 
Long Beach approached the local 
base on a routine flight. 
It was 
witnessed by alm ost a score of 
V illagers from the bleachers at 
Palm Springs high school w here 
they 
were 
w atching 
football 
practice. 
M ost 
of 
the 
eye 
witnesses 
agreed that after they collided in 
the air, one of the planes w ent 
into a climb to about a 3,000-foot 
elevation w hen its m otors stalled. 


PILOT BAILS OUT 


The pilot, Capt. W alker, bailed 
out and landed safely. 
His craft 
w ent 
into 
a 
nose 
dive 
and 
plunged to the earth, exploding 
in a brilliant flash as it h it south 
of th e base. 
The other, its tail 
clipped 
off, 
spun 
tow ard 
the 
earth, they said. 
Ju st before it struck, the pilot 
straightened it out bu t it struck 
with terrific force, bounced and 
struck again. 
A cloud of dust 
obscured th eir vision then. 
It 
was in this plane th a t Captain 
Davis was killed.

Then following an organ­ 
ization meeting of the Red Cross 
last Friday night the production 
group met on Monday and Thurs­ 
day afternoons.

The chamber of commerce, who 
are trustees in ownership of the 
Town Hfcll, had a hasty meeting 
of its directors last Saturday night 
and transacted such business as 
was urgently brought before it. 
Due to war conditions, it was de­ 
cided more than a year ago to 
discontinue the monthly meetings 
that had been in effect for several 
years and unless something u r­ 
gent enough to call the member­ 
ship together the affairs of the 
chamber and of the village, inso­ 
far as the chamber voices the wel­ 
fare of the village, would be 
placed in the hands of an execu­ 
tive committee. At the meeting 
Saturday the principal business 
was to approve the committee ac­ 
tion in making arrangements for 
garbage collection. This was done 
and also the approval of drawing 
a check for $125.00 to pay for the 
preliminary pick-up of the sum­ 
mer’s accumulation prior to the 
regular twice a week service that 
began near the end of October. 
The plan was approved to pay 
Mr. Harris for the pick-up a fixed 
amount of $150.00 per month and 
to relieve him of the collection of 
money, the rock that has wrecked 
every pick-up service in the past, 
and to ask W. C. Wilkes to collect 
the money, deposit it in a special 
account and to disburse it under 
the sponsorship of the chamber 
and to pay him a small amount 
for this service. The following 
committee was appointed to aid 
and assist Mr. Wilkes: W. L. Jor­ 
dan, W. R. Hillery and Jasper W 
Kyle. At that meeting it was 
agreed that Mr. Wilkes would be 
at Town Hall on this Friday and 
next Thursday during the library 
hours of 2 to 4 p. m. for the con­ 
venience of those who wish to pay 
him in person rather than mail 
the collection fee. Incidently we 
hope those who have so little in 
the way of pick-up that they 
think they should not be in­ 
cluded in the pick-up service, will 
not do more than file a mild pro­ 
test with Mr. Wilkes. He has only 
been asked to do the collecting 
and the assessing has been set 
with the idea that everyone must 
help his community by making 
the contribution and further we 
hope this threat will not have to 
be put into action that all who do 
not take this service will be re­ 
ported to the County Health De­ 
partm ent and that this action is 
based on an understanding we 
have with the office. 
Beginning in December and 
each month thereafter it is plan­ 
ned for Mr. Wilkes to be at the 
library 
meetings on 
the first 
Tuesday followed by Friday when 
he will receive all money not 
mailed to Sanitary Service, a 
nam e adopted for convenience. 
A $4.00 bill for mimeographing 
the notices was approved and a 
token of appreciation in the form 
of a $25.00 check was voted to 
the Palm Springs Fire Depart­ 
ment for making the run out 
here when a portion of the trailer 
park burned. 
* * * 
Speaking of fire protection, 
William Leonesio, chief of the 
Palm Springs Fire Department, 
was talking to me a short time 
ago and in his mild and gentle 
words wanted to know what we 
were doing about protection for 
our community and observed that 
the loss from the last two fires 
would have paid for a lot of pro­ 
tection. I think we have gambled 
with the idea of getting a state 
forestry fire truck here and it 
would be so much more efficient 
than anything we could afford to 


provide. The proposal is still alive 
and through the untiring efforts 
of Mr. Kyle, we are soon to have 
another session with the state 
representatives and there is one 
thing this community should be 
prepared for and that is if a sub­ 
sidy of some sort in the way of 
a lot or the use of Town Hall for 
a limited period is needed, it will 
be up to us to provide it.

Just in case the Red Cross notes 
do not reach me in time, I will 
report that at the invitation of 
Francine Melrose I called a public 
meeting to order at Town Hall 
last Friday night. There was a 
fine turn out and after talks by 
Mrs. Melrose. Claude Cobb and 
Jasper W. Kyle and several others 
a permanent chairman, Jam es W. 
Kyle, was elected to head the 
Cathedral City unit of the Palm 
Springs branch.

Soldier in Pacific 
Expresses Himself 
On Strikes at Home 


"It is disgusting when you 
pick up a newspaper, if you 
are lucky enough to see one, 
and read of the many strikes, 
race riots and other conflicts 
and complaints they have on 
the home front. It is time 
some awakened to the fact that 
we are at war. Why not put the 
ones, who are always com­ 
plaining and causing strikes, 
into the service and let them 
sacrifice a few of the pleasures 
of the home front. Why not 
give the fellows, who have been 
over here for a long time, a 
break and a rest." 


Thus a soldier, stationed at Tor- 
ney hospital in Palm 
Springs 
until recently and now in the 
South Pacific, expresses his views 
on strikes which are impeding 
the war effort and race riots 
which are storing up trouble for 
the future, in a letter to a wom­ 
an who is employed at the hospi­ 
tal. 
“What have the people on the 
home front to complain about?” 
the letter continues. “They have a 
nice warm place to sleep. They 
can enjoy magazines, newspapers 
and movies. Yet there is a certain 
group 
that 
complains because 
they have to work such long 
hours and who will strike and 
walk away from a job because 
they don’t think they are getting 
enough pay. Won’t they ever 
wake up to the fact that every 
time they walk away from a job, 
they are depriving some soldier 
of the equipment which he needs 
to fight for his country as well 
as for his life? 
“What would happen if the sol­ 
diers on the many battlefronts 
would quit fighting because of 
long hours, small pay and little 
food. Where would our country, 
our America, be today? It is about 
time the people were getting their 
eyes open and quit striking and 
complaining.”

Attention to Overtaxed P. 0. Facilities 


Do your Christmas mailing in November! 
"Delivery of the annual flood, of Christmas gifts and cards on 
time, always a serious problem, will be more of a problem this year 
and it will be almost an impossibility unless Christmas mailings are 
made largely n November," said R. M. Gorham, postmaster, today. 


“Transportation 
facilities 
are 
burdened to the limit with war 
materials and personnel, and the 
Postal Service has sent more 
than thirty-one thousand experi­ 
enced employees into the Army 
and Navy,” Mr. Gorham said. "The 
only solution to the Christmas 
probleih is: Mail in November. 
Mark your parcels, ‘Do not open 
until Christmas.’. That is the only 
way to avoid disappointment on 
Christmas 
Day 
not 
only 
for 
many civilians but also for m il­ 
lions of members of the armed 
forces who are still in this coun­ 
try. 


AVOID EMERGENCY 


“It is also the only way to 
avoid the possibility of a Christ­ 
mas emergency in the transporta­ 
tion and postal services 
If the 
public will cooperate by mailing 
their Christmas parcels during 
November, we can handle a small 
volume of light, last-minute mail­ 
ings, such as cards, up to Decem­ 
ber 10—but we can do that and 
avoid an emergency only if No­ 
vember is really ‘Christmas Mail­ 
ing Month’.” 
Postal officials pointed out that 
the volume of mail now is far 
above any previous records, that 
railway cars by the hundreds 
have been 
diverted 
to w ar 
service and that the air lines 
have only about half as many 
planes as they once operated. 
More than two hundred thou­ 
sand extra temporary employ­ 
ees normally are employed to 
help with 
the holiday postal 
rush. 
This year, the extra em­ 
ployees will be largely women 
and high school boys and girls 
who are unable to w ork the long 
hours u s u a l l y required and 
whose work will be relatively 
slow. 


SPREAD IT OUT 


To deliver the Christmas mails 
on time, therefore, it is necessary 
that mailings be spread out over 
a longer period so th at available 
transportation 
equipment 
and 
postal personnel can be used dur­ 
ing more weeks . It w ill be utter­ 
ly impossible to make the deliv­ 
eries by Christmas if mailers 
wait until the last three weeks 
before the holiday, as in normal 
years. 
There is another reason for 
shopping 
and 
mailing 
earlier 
than ever before. 
Retail stores 
are short-handed. Purchasers can 
avoid shopping in crowded stores, 
long waits for service, and other 
inconveniences of late shopping 
if they buy now. They will also 
doubtless have a better choice of 
merchandise than will be avail­ 
able later.

modations for visiting men for the 
army’s guidance. 
Mr. Lipps also said that the 
army could not be bothered with 
visits from several different dele­ 
gations and urged that a commit­ 
tee be named by business men to 
meet with committees already 
named by the council and cham­ 
ber of commerce to coordinate a 
program and work together.

Mr. Lipps reiterated that any­ 
one who did not take part in 
civic affairs had little right to 
criticize or complain when things 
went wrong.

TO SLEEP 500 MEN 


Capt. 
Harry C. 
Bursley, in 
charge of the Rest Camp, told of 
the plans there for providing 
sleeping accomodations for 500 
men. 
Tuesday 
the committee met 
with the city council and chamber 
of commerce committees and it 
was decided to ask council for a 
resolution expressing the views 
of the city and to let the council 
act as intermediary in negotia­ 
tions with the army. 
This resolution was prepared 
by City Attorney Roy W. Colegate 
and presented to council Wednes­ 
day night. 


WILLINGNESS SHOWN 


It set forth that Palm Springs 
had always demonstrated its will­ 
ingness to fully cooperate with 
the armed forces of the nation 
and has evidenced such desire by 
its hearty support of all agencies 
seeking to promote the welfare 
and comfort of officers and men 
and that the officers and men 
had shown their appreciation of 
these efforts by coming here in 
increasing numbers. 
The resolution pointed out that 
the chamber of commerce, busi­ 
ness men’s group and others had 
indicated their full faith in the 
ability of the mayor and council 
to conduct all negitiations look­ 
ing toward the health, safety and 
general welfare of the commun­ 
ity as well as that of visiting sol­ 
diers and then resolved that the 
army command be advised of the 
readiness and desire of the coun­ 
cil and Palm Springs to cooperate 
with the army in the m atter of 
promoting the health, safety and 
welfare of visiting servicemen. 


TO NAME GROUP 


It further resolved that the 
mayor be empowered to appoint 
a committee representative of the 
council, chamber of commerce, 
and business men to conduct a 
survey of sleeping and restaurant 
accomodations, to acquaint the 
army with the results of the sur­ 
vey and to encourage such num­ 
bers of soldiers to visit the city 
which may reasonably be accom­ 
odated here. The resolution also 
asked that steps be taken to ob­ 
tain federal and state aid to care 
for visiting servicemen.

I Rise to Remark" 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


Perhaps I should remark that 
this is the way If always happens. 
I have been complaining, as you 
know, about the lack of activity 
on the part of Congress, since 
the recess. I have remarked that 
one of the most difficult things 
for a new Congressman is to slow 
himself down to the speed of 
Congress. 
Now I have so many things to 
write about that I have to decide 
which one to take for this week’s 
letter. I have decided to give you 
a factual demonstration of the 
workings 
of 
the 
bureaucratic 
mind. 
The place is the Committee on 
Agriculture. The time is Tuesday, 
October 26th. Before the commit­ 
tee, as witnessess (by request) 
are Dr. R. V. Gilbert, economic 
adviser to the administrator of 
OPA (in reality the queen bee of 
the OPA hive); Jean F. Carroll, 
director of the food price divi­ 
sion; J. F. Brownlee, deputy ad­ 
ministrator for price, and R. B. 
Heflebower, 
economist 
in 
the 
food price division. 
Dr. Gilbert has just been ask­ 
ed by the chairman to give his 
background and experience. He 
replies: "I can put that in a nut­ 
shell. I have had no practical ex­ 
perience in business or farming. 
I am an economist. I am a trained 
economist. My friends tell me I 
am a good ecpnomist . . . (With a 
modesty like that, he ought to live 
in Southern California!) . . . I re­ 
ceived my training at Harvard 
University. I taught economics at 
Harvard University for a matter 
of fifteen or sixteen years; taught 
economics at Radcliffe for a m at­ 
ter of four or five years . . . in 
the late summer of 1940 I joined 
Mr. Henderson . . . and have re­ 
mained with that organization 
through its changes from NDC, to 
OPAC, and to OPA.” 
We now turn several pages of 
the transcript. It is brought out 
in the committee that the present 
movement of livestock is not a 
normal movement. Dr. Gilbert ex­ 
pressed the surprise of the OPA 
at this situation. A member of the 
committee speaks: 
“You don’t mean to tell me 
that you came here as an econo­ 
mist, when I, just a country boy, 
know that if you freeze by law a 
set of prices, that you’re not going 
to have a normal movement of 
related prices!” To which Dr. 
Gilbert replied: 
“The whole experience of gen­ 
erations goes to support the view 
we took at that time.” In other 
words, that was the best class­ 
room theory! 
Next week I shall quote more, 
to show how the OPA boys de­ 
liberately disregarded the exper­ 
iences of the industries them­ 
selves, and the decisions of the 
War 
Food 
Administration ( to 
which Congress gave the power of 
decision) and announced plans of 
its own, not yet submitted to the 
representatives of the commodi­ 
ties affected. These were meat 
and citrus.

Railroads Refute 
Statements Made 
By Vice-President 


John J. Pelley, President of the 
Association of American Rail­ 
roads, today made the following 
statement 
in regard to state­ 
ments made by Vice President 
Wallace in a speech in Dallas, 
Texas, on October 20: 
"The Vice 
President of the 
United States, in the savage and 
unwarranted 
attack 
upon 
the 
transportation 
agencies of the 
country made at Dallas last night, 
has echoed old and discredited 
statements which have been an­ 
swered time after time by spokes­ 
men of government and industry. 
"He repeats assertions made by 
employees of the Anti-Trust Di­ 
vision of the Department of Just­ 
ice in a public hearing before a 
Senate Committee, but he does 
not refer to the fact that these 
assertions were conclusively re­ 
futed by responsible public offi­ 
cials and private citizens concern­ 
ed with transportation. The truth 
is that the conference method of 
considering rates, has long been 
in use and has had the approval 
of both shippers and public reg­ 
ulating authorities, and that every 
conclusion reached is subject to 
review by the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission. Speaking for 
the railroads, they are willing and 
anxious that their rate-publishing 
agencies should be subject to 
Commission control, under reg­ 
ulations that will be practicable 
and fair. 
“Mr. 
Wallace 
devoted 
much 
time to alleged discrimination 
against the South and West in the 
matter of rate adjustments. All 
such questions are again before 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion in a comprehensive proceed­ 
ing 
involving 
all 
the 
issues. 
That body, which enjoys the con­ 
fidence of the country to a very 
high degree, can certainly be 
trusted to do justice to all sec­ 
tions. 


RATES LOWEST IN WORLD 


"Mr. Wallace would have the 
p u b l i c believe that railroad 
freight rates are unreasonably 
high. As a m atter of fact, they are 
the lowest in the world. The aver­ 
age revenue for hauling a ton of 
freight one mile is less than one 
cent, and less than at any time in 
the past twenty-five years. 
"The Vice President repeats 
with the usual inaccuracies the 
oft-told story of the contract be­ 
tween the air lines and the Rail­ 
way Express Agency, which per­ 
forms for them the necessary 
ground services. This contract has 
lately been reviewed, revised and 
approved by the Civil Aeronau­ 
tics Board, after certain provi­ 
sions as to rate levels had been 
eliminated, but even before re­ 
vision, the contract had no ef­ 
fect upon air line express rates. 
This is obvious from the fact that 
the original contract provision 
limited air rates to twice railroad 
express rates, whereas Mr. Wal­ 
lace states that these air rates are 
80 cents per ton-mile, which is 
five or six times the measure of 
rail express rates. The truth is 
that the air rates are fixed by 
the air lines and the express con­ 
tract has no effect whatever upon

Will Be Posted in 


Service Stations 


Charts showing the amounts 
due in motor vehicle license tax 
and registration fees for 1944 on 
all types and models of motor ve­ 
hicles will be placed in Village 
gasoline service stations about 
December 1st. 
While the fees due in 1944 will 
be exactly the same as were paid 
for license renewal this year, ve­ 
hicle owners who do not remem­ 
ber how much they paid this year 
may ascertain the amounts they 
will have to pay for 1944 regis­ 
tration by consulting the charts. 
Gordon H. Garland, Director 
of the Department of Motor Ve­ 
hicles, announces this arrange­ 
ment has been made with the 
California 
Petroleum 
Industry 
Committee in order to eliminate 
the expense of mailing special 
notification of amounts due to the 
nearly 3,000,000 vehicle owners 
of the State. Despite a sharp in­ 
crease in values of used vehicles, 
a legislative act sponsored by the 
Department “freezes” the vehicle 
license fees for 1944 and 1945 at 
the 1943 level. 
Your application, together with 
the fee may be mailed to the 
nearest main branch of the De­ 
partm ent or presented at the reg­ 
istration counters after January 
1.

Blaze in San Jacinto Mountain Area 


Brings Worry to Many Villagers, Owners 


Of Summer Cabins in Devastated Area 


Seven fires which started shortly before daylight Sunday in 
M ay Valley in the San Jacinto m ountains, sw ept over 8000 acres 
on the southw est slope of San Jacinto m ountain before it was 
brought under control W ednesday. The flames caused m uch anx­ 
iety here as m any Villagers own sum m er homes in the vicinity 
sw ept by the blaze.

The flames started shortly be­ 
fore 4 a. m. about two miles east 
of Tahquitz Lodge and, driven 
by 
a 
75-mile-per-hour 
g a l e , 
spread with incredible speed up 
the south and west slope of San 
Jacinto mountain, forcing resi­ 
dents of Idyllwild, numbering 300, 
to flee for their lives. Fifteen 
state highway patrol cars were 
rushed to the resort to assist in 
the evacuation work and scores 
fled in their own cars. As the last 
residents left, fire fighters began 
beating the fire away from the 
resort. 


MANY BUILDING LOST 


Mountain Center, a community 
consisting of a service station, 
general store and 12 cabins, Keen 
Camp and Tahquitz lodge, in the 
path of the flames were burned 
to the ground. The Riverside 
county Boy Scout camp was saved 
by backfiring; and although the 
flames burned in Strawberry Val­ 
ley below the Idyllwild road, 
Strawberry Valley, in w h i c h 
Idyllwild Inn and hundreds of 
cabins are located, was not touch­ 
ed by the fire. 
Supervisor DeWitt Nelson of 
the 
San 
Bernardino 
National 
forest is in charge of fire fight­ 
ing operations and ordered the 
evacuation of Idyllwild. Women 
and children in the resort areas 
were brought out of the moun­ 
tains about 8 o’clock Sunday 
morning, via the Banning-Idy 11- 
wild 
road 
and 
the 
Hemet- 
San 
Jacinto 
road. 
The 
roads 
were closed to up-traffic for sev­ 
eral hours. State and federal for­ 
estry officials sent all available 
men to the fireline. They were 
joined by several hundred sol­ 
diers from Camp Haan and in­ 
mates of the Riverside county 
prison camp. 


BRINGS FLOOD THREAT 


The loss of brush in the w ater­ 
shed is expected to bring about a 
dangerous flood situation along 
the San Jacinto river in event of 
heavy rains this winter. The en­ 
tire mountain and foothills, from 
Idyllwild to near the bottom of 
the grade along both sides of 
Highway 74 were burned.

of

FBI 
have 
launched an investigation into the 
question of whether or not the 
fire was due to sabotage at a time 
when the forest area is driest and 
the humidity lowest.
